The prior art alone or in combination fail to teach or 
make obvious on the following when considered in combination with other limitations in the 
claim: determining whether to decode all data on a bit plane or a portion of the data on certain bit 
positions according to a transmission quality of the received signal as recited in independent 
claims 1, 4, and 11, and a plurality of encoders for generating different types of bit data using 
different types of channel encoding methods to encode different type of MAC messages and a 
bitmap device for assigning the different types of bit data to different bit positions and 
combining the data of different bit positions to generate a first component signal and a 
quadrature amplitude modulator for receiving the first component signal and modulating the first 
component signal using a QAM technique as recited in independent claim 9.
